Manufacturing is the production of both
consumer durable goods (products that last
at least 5-10 years) and consumer non-
durable goods (products that are consumed
after use). Location decisions for
manufacturing firms generally depend on
local factors such as the quality and
availability of the labor force, transportation
infrastructure, non-wage labor costs, access
to innovative technologies, and the cost of
doing business.
